Is Seen At Dominion 
Office At Edmonton 
All previous records since pre-war 

days were exceeded during the week 
of August 9th to 15th, in the number 
of homesteads filed on at the Edmon- 
ton Dominion Land Office. The total 
for the above period this year was 
114, while for the same period of last 
year only 35 such entries were taken 
up. Local officials attribute the in- 
crease to several causes; the general 
improvement in conditions, the new 
regulations which permit a party who 
has previously proved up a home- 
stead to refile on Crown land, and to 
the large number of settlers now real- 
izing the opportunity to obtain land 
closer to transportation and social 
activities than formerly.

Butter Production In Canada Short 
This Year, Says J. A. Caulder 

“Undoubtedly the total make of 
butter in Canada, this year, will not 
come within fifteen or twenty mil- 
lion pounds of supplying our own 
need,” says J. A, Caulder, president 
of the National Dairy Council of Can- 
ada, “It is perhaps more nearly cor- 
rect, however, to say that the devel- 
opment has not kept pace with the 
increased population and increased 
purchasing power of the country, so 
| that whereas, in 1924, we had an ex- 

portable surplus of approximately 
twenty-five million pounds, we will 
| undoubtedly import fifteen or twenty 
millions of pounds, in the fiscal year 
ending March 31, 1929,” he continued. 

Canada consumes approximately 28 
Ibs. of butter per capita, per year, 
undoubtedly the highest per capita 
consumption in the world, Mr, Caul- 
der explained, “In Eastern Canada 
they have very large exports of fluid 
milk and cream, also condensed and 
evaporated milk, to the United 
States. Our milk power factories are 
shipping their product all over the 
world, Canada's cheese is still the best 
cheese in the world, and commands 
the highest price. Our best butter is 
as good as the best in the world, our 
average possibly not up to the aver- 
age of Denmark, New Zealand and 
Australia, However, the fact that 
we do make good creamery butter, 
is clearly proven by the fact that in 
1925, two Saskatchewan buttermak- 
ers, both still making butter in this 
province, won the first and second 
prizes, consisting of the gold and sil- 
ver medals, at the London Dairy 
Show, under the auspices of the Bri- 
tish Dairy Farmers’ Association, and 
again in 1927, the same buttermak- 
ers won honorable mention, -but were 
not fortunate enough to secure the 
gold and silver medals.”

‘Will Inaugurate 
Air Express In West 


Next Month 


Winnipeg, Man.—The ability to 
save time by air express was prov- 
en recently when the de Haviland 61, 
‘plane of the Western Canada Air- 
ways, glided to a stop on the grounds- 
of the Kirkfield aerodrome here, car- 
rying several express packages from 
Edmonton and Saskatoon for delivery 
in this city. ; 

Eetween Calgary and Edmonton

Looks For Beter Prices 


United States Farmers Are Urged To 
Hang On To Their Crops 

Washington, D.C.—Secretary Jar- 
line asserted in a statement released 
through the Republican national com- 
mittee. that “if Governor Smith is 
elected and tariff rates are reduced to 
the schedules of the Underwood Act, 
as Governor Smith forecast in his 
acceptance speech, the entire farm in- 
dustry will be thrown into a state of 
utter demoralization.”
